A FATHER'S SORROW: 


The Three Visits of the Elder 
Brooks to His Son in Jail. 


Portraits of the Near Relatives of 
Preller’s Slayer. 


The Family of the Doomed Man and Their 
Love for Him in His Hour of Peril—Home 
of the Brooks Family at Sunny Bank 
in Hyde—How His Parents Received the 
News of His Great Crime and Subsequent 
Prosecution—An Old Man Who Cannot 
Believe That Hugh Would Do Wrong— 
His Mother, Brother and Sister, aud How

On Saturday there will sail from England for 
America a father who has twice crossed the 
ocean to see his boy in prison. 

He is coming to be with the son on whom the 
darkening shadow of the gallows rests. He 
will make a last effort to save his loved one. 

However much the murderer of Charles Ar- 
thur Preller may be execrated, Samuel Newton 
Brooks, that murderer’s father, will be pitied. 

His is a joyless journey. Each knot upon 
the ocean, each mile upon the land, brings 
him nearer to an awful scene. 

The son Hugh—known to the public as Max- 
well, the murderer of his friend—laughs, 
chats and flips his cigarettesin jail. He will 
not regard the awfulness of his situation. 
Chatter replies to sympathy. 

The father brings with him no ability,to so 


thrust misery into the background and cover 
it with a present cheerfulness. Thoroughly 
honest, schooled, and ever schooling himself 
to regard things as they are, there is terror 
for him in the reality of his son’s danger. 

He comes alone, leaving in the English home 
—Sunnybank they call it—three other loved 
ones who will wait with anxious hearts, hop- 
ing to hear at length that Hugh is safe. 

To this schoolmaster and his family the 
murderous hands are white.

It was not possible for Mr. Brooks to get 
away from his school again until last summer 
and on hy 27 he arrived in St. Louis. His 
son was then in a desperate position, the 
State — Court having passed upon his 
case and fixed August 26 last as the day of his 
execution. Extracting what comfort he might 
from the dissenting opinion of Judge Sher- 
wood of the Supreme Bench wherein the 
Dingfelder episode of the trial was dweit upon 
upon at great length, Mr. Brooks resolved to 
have the case taken to the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

His first meeting with his son on the oc- 
casion of this visit was as difficult as the first 
meeting on the occasion of the other visit bad 
been. aving comé so many miles to see his 
son, the father longed to once more get his 
arms about him, but the jailor would 
only permit them to ymect at the 
screen in the jail.

Orrr or Muxico, via Galveston, January 8.

BENSON IDENTIFIED. 

COPENHAGEN, January 26.—Mr. Christopher 
Franks, United States Marshal for the North- 
ern District of California, arrived 
here to-day, and accompanied by 
Mr. Anderson, the United States Minister, 
visited the prison and identified A. J. Benson, 
who is wanted in San Francisco for fraudulent 
surveys of public lands.

Instances of Republicans Retained by Demo- 
cratic Officials, Which Will Be Made the 
Foundation of Indictments by Repre- 
sentative Macklin’s Com mittee—The 
Places and the Salaries Which Must Be 
Filled by Democrate—War on the Mayor 
for His Undemocratic Appointments. 


The committee of the Hendricks Democratic

One Wanted Boxes Because He Was in 
Utah—The Other Said He Had Mor- 
mons Too—Bishop Talbot’s Happy Ad- 
dress—The Woman’s Auxiliary. 


The quarterly meeting to-day of the 
Woman's Auxiliary of the Diocese of St.

Much wes said in the reports about boxes to 
missionary fields of the West. 

Bishop Tuttle arose and said he had heard 
with much interest the accounts of the send- 
ing of boxes, etc., but he had failed to hear 
anything about foreign missions. He put his 
hand to his ear and gquizzically asked: 
„Am Irightordid you say something about 
foreign missions?’’ He hoped that at the 
next meeting there would be a report 
of work done for the freign Heid. 
He then introduced Bishop Thomas 
of Kansas, who told how he had been 
taught the value of boxes while in Minnesota, 
years ago, when it was the ‘‘frontier.’ 

Bishop Leonard, who was consecrated 
—— as Bishcp of Utah and Nevada, then 
spoke. he new Bishop brought up the sub- 
jectof boxes again, and said that when the 
good ladies of St. Louls were putting the 
necessities of life in these missionary boxes to 
relieve want on the frontier they would not 
forget Bishop Tuttle’s advice to remember the 
foreign field. He himself considered Utah as 
a foreign field. There the people were 
hostile to the Government and to the 
religion of Christ, and he knew 
that when he got outthere he would feel as 
much a foreign missionary as if he was in the 
center of Africa. 

FUN AMONG THE MORMONS. 

Bishop Talbot of Idaho and Wyoming 
followed Bishop Leonard in a u- 
morous speech, and surprised the 
audience with the fun he put into his remarks. 
He has a great reputation for earnestness and 
energy and all 
wants to he can 
fun dashes of wit.

Then Bishop Talbot went on to 
oak of the people he found up in his ter- 
ritory. He found many church people, but 
he was sorry to say they weren’t as good as 
they might be in some respects. 
A BAD MISTAKE. 

He cited an instance of an old lady, one of 
the pillars of the church in Idaho. She told 
of how they had all deplored the departure of 
Bishop Tuttle. ‘‘On, yes, said she, we 
were very sorry to lose him and then to 
think he went to Missouri.“ [Laughter.] 
„When I told her,’’ said the Bishop, 
that I was from there, too, she tried to get 
out of it very shrewdly by — that many 
of her est friends ived in Mis- 
souri.*’ [Laughter.] The Bishop urged 
his hearers to remember that his 
field is as large as all of the New England and 
Middle States with one or two Southern States 
thrown in, and try to see how much he would 
need their assistance in taking care of it for 
the honor of God and the Church. 

Bishop Walker of North Dakota, the ‘‘tall 
man from the North, then closed the talks 
with some pleasing remarks of his labors on 
the big prairies.

The Central Iowa Case. 


Cuicaco, III., January %.—A very im- 
portant decision was rendered yesterday by 
Judge Gresham in the Oentral Iowa Railroad 
foreclosure case. A year or two ago a firm of 


extensive grain shippers made a contract in 
Iowa with the Central Iowa Rallroad for cer- 
tain rebates on their shipments. When the 
foreclosure proceedings were begun they had 
a claim of some $3,000 for such rebates, and 
filed an intervening petition to have the re- 
ceiver ofthe road directed to pay it out of 
the proceeds of a sale and as 
5 the mortgages. The Sudge refused to 
allow it on the 1 — that the statutes of 
Illinois prohibited discrimination by railroads 
inthis or any other way Though the con- 
tract was made in Iowa, it was to be enforced 
in Illinois and was illegal under the law, no 
matter where made. Altheugh the case was 
expressly based on the Iniugis law, yet it 
seems the principle of the illegality of rebates 
can be sustained under the common law irre- 
spective of statutory provisions. As far as

ARE DISPOSED OF, 


The Tombs of the Rich and How They Are 
Guarded—Rufus Hatch on Jay Gould— 
Some Queer Wills of Rich Frenchmen— 
Fifty Dollars a Year for a Cat and Dog— 
Compeund Interest and Its Wonderful 
Accumulations—Barnum’s Will. 


LL of A. T. Stewart’s 

millions could not pre- 

vent the body-snatch- 

ers seizing his corpse, 

and it is said that it 

costs $50,000a year to 

guard the ashes of 

William H. Vander- 

bilt. The Vanderbilt 

tomb has cost half a 

million dollars, and 

$30 a day is spent for 

—. the detective guard 

which is now kept about it. It is perhaps the 
costliest tomb in this country. It ismore than 
one hundred feet square and sixty-three feet 
high. It weighs about a tenth as much as the 
Washington monument, and it lies in the Mora- 
vlan Cemetery on Staten Island on the ground 
which gave the Vanderbilts their startin the 


United States. Itis watched night and day 
and in order to better protect its contents a 
powerful flame is lighted from its cupola at 
night. The detectives have to inspect the 
tomb every half hour and there is an electric 
register which shows whether they have done 
their duty. 

The guarding of rich men’s aves has be- 
come a regular business since the death of A. 
T. Stewart, and few prominent men die 
whose remains are not watched for 
some weeks after their interment. The 
vault in which A. Drexei’s body lay 
was watched months after his death, 
and a widow of another of Philadelphia’s 
millionaires in addition to guarding her hus- 
band’s grave has a massive granite slab put 
upon it, so heavy that it could net be moved 
without the use of powerful machinery. 

JAY GOULD 

has a mausoleum in Woodlawn Cemetery, and 
his lot there is a circular one containing 
about four acres. There is not a single tree 
nor shrub upon it,. and Jay Gould when he 
leaves his $200,000,000 and, without his check- 
book, passes to the other world,will rest in an 
Ionic 3 made of unpolished Westerly 
granite. Thirty columns,eleven feet high and 
about a foot in diameter, will uphoid the roof 
above his remains, once so rich, but now so 
poor, and a bronze door of Grecian design will 
shut out the intruders and give visitors a 
chance to peep through the. holes which are 
pierced in it at the magnificence within. The 
foundation is concrete anda single stone forms 
the floor. There isa window with the pict- 
ure of a choir of angels upon it which throws 
asoftlight intothetomb, and the vault will 
be as big as that of the Capulets and will give 
an uncrowded resting place to at least a score 
of dead. 

Rufus Hatch, who isa writer as well as a 
millionaire speculator, gave an estimate last 

ear of what Jay Gould’s will would probably 

e, and he says that the Irvington property 
will go to Mrs. Gould with an income of $100,- 
000 a year. Gould will give $1,000,000 to each 
of his children in trust until they are 21 years 
of age, and the bulk of the rest of his prop- 
erty will go to charity, with the exception of 
$50,000,000, which will be given to his son, 
George J. Gould, to keep up the family name 
and reputation. Sothinks Rufus Hatch, but 
I think itis very probable that the whole of 
the fortune will go to the family. Jay 
Gould has not been noted for his gen- 
erosity to the poor during llfetime, 
and he will hardly care to make a reputation 
of this kind after his death.

A fortune of the size of Gould’s seldom es- 
capes a willsuit. The Vanderbilts have had 
their turn in the court, and shortly after A. T.

Stewart had no 
children himself, and the lawyers ges good fees 
out of his widow. The estate of John Ander- 
son, the rich tobacconist, is still being fought 
over in the courts, a contestant has lately ap- 
peared for the Girard estate and few rich men 
are able to make their wilis so sound that 
lawyers cannot puncture them. If there is 
anything out of the usual line in them the de- 
ceased is accused of insanity, and the queerest 
actions of sane men are often exhibited in their 
wills. AFrench millionaire named Henri Mey- 
nard, who died in the South of France about 
two years ago, was during his life esteemed a 
man of extraordin common sense. He 
amassed a large fortune in cotton-spinning, 
and was one of the most noted officers of the 
French Government in his part of the 1 
Still his will was contested by his heirs on t 
ground of insanity, and it =. con- 
tained some curious provisions, t 
rected that his coffin should be de- 
posited in a tomb cut in a solid block 
of stone and that cement should be run 
into the interstices and over the top so that 
the whole should form one solid mass. Upon 
the top of the whole a stone was then to be 
cemented, and the solid block containing the 
body was then to be put up in the cupola of his 
house. The will directed that his home con-

The fourth at the end of four cen- 
turies will amount to 80, 000, 000, 000 of livres and 
shall be used to bulld a hundred towns in 
France of 150,000 each. and the fifth at the end 
of five centuries will amount to four millions 
of millions of livres and shall be used to pay 
the debtof France and Great Britain and for 
the building up the charities of the worid.’’

THE TELEPHONE RATE. 

Asa payer of the rate charged for tele- 
phone service by the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany in St. Louis, the Post-DisPaTcn in- 
dorses the petition of the prominent busi- 
ness men who claim that the present rate 
is about twice as high as can be justified 
on any ground of reasonable compensa- 
tion. | 

The charge of $100 per annum is simply 
fixed upon the principle of exacting ‘‘all 
that the traffic will bear.“ That it is not 
dictated by the wish to render the largest 
public service and the cheapest accommo- 
dation to individual patrons that can be 
rendered without diminishing the net 
profits of the company is proved by 
the fact that the very same com- 
pany serves smaller cities for half the 
price charged here, 

Ifthe increased use of the telephone 
makes a charg@of $50 per annum more 
profitable than a charge of $100 in smaller 
places like Kansas City, it is self-evident 
that a reduction of the charge in St. Louis 
to $50 from $100 would yield, if not larger 
net profits, an exceedingly liberal com- 
pensation at least. The power of the 
Municipal Assembly to demand such re- 
duction asacondition of the company’s 
continued use of the street is unquestion- 
able. 

The only practical question to be 
considered is whether the company 
can be constrained in any way 
to continue the telephone service 
at the proposed lower rate. It is 
in the habit of meeting all such demands 
with a threat of withdrawing its plant 
and patented instruments. But will it, 
merely for the sake of bulldozing custom- 
ers in large cities, render valueless a plant 
so costly, and withdraw from a business 
so profitable as the telephone business at a 
$60 rate is shown to be by the service 
rendered at that rate in so many cities 
smaller than St. Louis? There is no 
danger of our losing the use of 
the telephone on account of a de- 
mand fora reasonable reduction which 
will leave the company a very large mar- 
gin of profit. 

It the reduction demanded is unreasona- 
ble, let the company show that fact from 
the records of its business. A company 
drawing eo much money from the people, 
taxing the business of the city so heavily 
and obstructing streets and endangering 
life and property to such an extent with 
its electric wires, should be required to 
show its balance sheets and to serve the 
public fully and at something like fair 
rates, in return for such use and obstruc- 
tion of the public thoroughfares.

A MISSOURI “INFANT.” 

“Nothing could be more mean, unwor- 
thy and ridiculous,’’ according to the Bos- 
ton Journal and the Globe-Democrat, 
than the support of the tariff on zinc ore 
by Missouri Democrats who are clamor- 
ing for tariff reduction at the sacrifice of 
the vastly more important interests of 
other sections of the country.’’ But the 
inconsistency of tariff reformers in stand- 
ing up for the zinc tariff cannot be 
more fridiculous than the attitude 
the protectionists are placed in by this 
zinc question.

Inquiry developed the hitherto unsuspected 
fact that zinc ore was subjected only to an adg 
valorem duty amounting to 80 cents per ton, 
and that no specific tax whatever was levied 
upon that article. To say that the zinc men 
were astounded barely expresses their feel - 
ings. They had supposed that zinc ore was 
protected by a specific duty of 1% cents per 
pound, and were utterly oblivious of the fact 
thatthe zinc industry was flourishing, and 
that they had become rich and prosperous un- 
dera practically free-trade schedule of duty 
on zinc.

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WIFE’S SORRY DOMESTIC EX- 
PERIENCE RELATED IN DIVOROE, 


The Latest Applicants for Relief—A Suit for 
Debt Growing Out of a Marriage—The 
Tevis Administrater Fails to Appear— 
Ashby Lindsley’s Answer to His Wife’s 
Petition—New Suits Filed inthe Oircuit 
Court. * 


A petition for divorce was filed in the Cir- 
cuit Court to-day by Mrs. Gracie Wilson, nee 
Gracie Gates, against Frederick L. Wilson. 
They were married in Cameron County, Tex., 
by: a County Judge, on the eth of 
January, 1882, and they lived to- 
gether until November 27, 1886. Mrs. 
Wilson alleges that she was at all times a 
faithful and affectionate wife and did every- 
thingin her power to promote the comfort 
and happiness of her husband, but that he 
subjected herto many indignities, rendering 
her condition intolerable. She alleges that he 
was morose, sullen and unkind in his de- 
meanor towards her, that he would not 
speak to her for long periods and would 
always repel any affectionate advances or 
kind expressions. 

Mrs. Wilson further alleges that her hus- 
band frequently absented himself from home 
for days, and offered no explanation when he 
returned. For two years past he failed to 


make any provision for the support of his 
wife and child, and in November, 1886, he left 
home for good, assigning no reasonable cause, 
Mrs. Wilson asks for restoration of her maiden 
name, Grace Gates, for the on of the 
ohlld, and for such other orders of relief as 
Court may deem proper. 


Left Him in Three Months. 


A petition for divorce was filed in the Circuit 
Court to-day by Heber L. Paramore. They 
were married in Randolph County, New York, 
onthe Istof May, 1884, and the separation 


took place in August of the same year. Mr. 
Paramore alleges that Dora deserted him 
without any cause or excuse whatever. 


The Tevis Administration. 


An attachment to make settlement in the 
Probate Court recently issued against E. H. 
Foote, who was appointed administrator of 
the estate of Rush H. Tevis, who committed 


suicide in the presence of his wife at their res- 
idence on St. Louis avenue. The suicide was 
the sequel to the Tevie—Iglehart shooting 
affray. Mr. and Mrs. Tevis were recon- 
ciled and came together again 
after divorce proceedings in the 
courts. Mr. Tevis leit asmall estate and an 
administrator was appointed, but there was 
no response to the citation for settlement. 
The Probate Court to-day revoked the author- 
ity of the administrator and directed the Pub- 
lic Administrator to take charge. 


A Loan te a Father-in-Law. 


The jury in Judge Lubke’s Court to-day 
listened tothe testimony in the suit of 1. H. 
Teckenbrock against P. McLaughlin to re- 
cover a loan of $700 alleged to have been made 


by Teckenbrock to his father-in-law. Partic- 
ulars of this family fight have been 
already published in the Post-DIs- 
PATCH. The plaintiff and the de- 
fendant for several years have occupied 
adjoining stands at the Union Market. In 1880 
Teckenbrock commenced to pay attentions to 
McLaughlin’s daughter, who attended the ad- 
joining stand. He wooed and won ber and 
they were married in November, 1882. During 
the courtship it was alleged that Miss Mo- 
Laughlin procured a loan of $700 from 
her lover in  ~behalf of her father 
and that the money was never repaid. There 
were repeated demands for it by the daughter 
and son-in-law, but McLaughlin declared that 
he would not pay it. The transaction led to 
bitter feelings and finally a suit was entered 
against the father-in-law. 

At the former trial a non-suit was taken, the 
court ruling out the testimony of the wife of 
Teckenbrock. The Court of Appeals sent the 
case back on the ground that the court below 
had taken too narrow a view of the law in that 
regard. 


The DeMary—Lindsley Divorce. 


An answer was filled late yesterday afternoon 
in the Circuit Conrt in behalf of Ashby T. 
Lindsley, whose wife, Kittie DeMary Lindsley, 
entered a suit for divorce a few days since. It 


furnishes another chapter in the history of the 
DeMary—Lindsley courtship, elopement, 
marriage and separation, with all the exciting 
incidents of parental opposition and scenes 
of violence at the DeMary residence. 
Mr. Lindsley denies in his answer that he ever 
subjected his young wife toany of the indig- 
nities complained ofin her petition. He de- 
nies that he was always under the influence of 
liquor, or that he loitered around saloons, 
He denies that he cursed or abused his wife, 
but avers that in everything done by him to- 
wards raising money by pawning 

her wishes were consulted. He enies 
that he ever presented himself at- 
the De Mary residence under the influence of 
liquor, or that he actedin an ungentiemanly 
manner at the residence of the old folks. 

After the separation he called to see his 
wife, but was treated in a brutal manner by 
the old people, and he further alleges that his 
mother-in-law harbored — rr 
him at alltimes,and was instrumental in ng- 
ing about the separation. He delcares that he 
is well able to support himself and to 
take care of his wife and child, and that the 
separation would not have occurred but for 
the interference of his wife’s father and 
mother, who were irascible, foolish and med- 
dlesome. He suggests that if his father-in- 
law could be restrained he could be living 
with his wife again in peace and comfort. He 
further alleges that both before and after the 
marriage his father-in-law slandered and de- 
famed him without any provocation, and that 
such conduct had been the means of his losing 
employment.

At the Mercy of the French and English 


Governments. 


Special Correspondence of the Posr-Disr Aron. 
PORT AU PRINCE, Hayti, January 10.—The in- 
crease inthe number of guards at this point 
and the dispatch of messengers to the north- 
ern provinces would indicate that the Govern- 
ment is not free from apprehension. In order 
to understand the present situation a glance 
at the near past will be necessary. About 
eighteen months ago Hayti floated a new loan 


in Paris to the amount of 7,500,000 francs or 
$1,500,000. The masses Of the blacks were op- 
posed to the loan, but in spite of their 7 
tests it became an accomplished fact. 
For its repayment the Government of 
President Salomon pled a part of the Ous- 
tom house receipts, which come from the 
heavy export and import duties. The popu- 
lace objected to this because it gave France a 
new hold on the country. Next in order early 
in 1887 Mr. Olement Hill of the British Foreign 
Office arrived in Her Majesty's ironclad Can- 
ada, to press for the settlement of some long- 
standing English claims. He demanded a 
money payment of $1,000,000 or the cession of 
the Island of Tortuga, off the north coast 
of Hayti, which had once been o- 
fered to — After prolonged ne- 
otiations an violent oppostion, which 
French ent was suspected of 
fomenting, President Salomon 
a settlement.

TOO MANY HOLIDAYS. 


THE FAULT AMERICAN BOSSES FIND WITH 
MEXICAN MINERS. 


Brutal Treatment of Mexican Werkmen 
and the Results Obtained—Boss Shep- 
herd’s Policy and How It Made Him 
a Millionaire—Some Curious Stories. 


William H. Upton of Zacatecas, Mexico, who 
has been in the city for several days on busi- 
ness connected with the EI Paso smelters, in 
conversation with a Post-DISPATOH reporter 
ald: There seems to bea general preju- 
dice in this city against Mexican mines, 
based on the ill success that several 
St. Louis companies have met with. It is un- 
doubtedly true that several mines which 
have been operated by American capitalists 
have led to large losses, but this has been in 
many instances due rather to mismanagement 
than to the worthlessness of the mines. I 
have had a good deal of experience in Mexico, 
and have noticed that nearly all 
Americans who go to that country 
are very much inclined to treat the 
Mexicans as a set of ignorant barbarians, to 
disregard their advice and opinions and en- 
deavor to run the mines in accordance with 
the experience they have acquired under 
other conditions and in mines differing in 
many important respects from those of 
Mexico. Now the Mexicans, although they 
have no great knowledge of the latest 
mining machinery, are otherwise among 
the best miners in the world, and are in- 
timately acquainted with the best means of 
mining and reducing the kind of ore they 
have to deal with. The success they have 
made with the very primitive appliances at 
their command proves that they understand 
thelr business,and the advice they give,gener- 


ally with good 2 is well worth listening 
to, and should not e treated with the con- 
tempt with which 1 x usually received. A 
wiser policy would have saved hundreds of 
thousands of cones to investors.

THE ARMY GETS NO CREDIT 


For the Work It Has Done in Building Up 
and Settling the Country. 


Maj. Clarence R. Smith of the United States 
Army, who passed through the city to-day on 
his way to Ft. Huachuca, Ariz., in speaking 
with a PosTt-DISPATCH reporter in refer- 
ence to the present condition of 


the army said: ‘‘Wse who have been 
in the army for many years see a great change 
about to take place, and one that will entirely 
alter our mode of life and style of service. 
Ever since the United States has had a regular 
force its place has been just in advance of the 
line of frontier settlements, the troops have 
been actively and constantly engaged 
against the Indians, and an immense 
oe has been by 
small men. 
The ine culabie service done by our small 
army in the settlement of the country has 
nearly universally been overlooked, but 1 
venture to say that so much good has never 
been done by so few men. lf any one will take 
amap and follow the course ef settlement 
from the Alleghanies to the Rocky Mountains 
and uote the points where military 
osts have been established the 
act that every one of these posts 
have formed the nucleus of a settlement will 
be plainly manifest. Land that would have 
remained vacant indefinitely but for the little 
military fort was rapidiy taken up, and in a 
few years sustained a large population, while 
the soldiers were moved farther west on- 
able still other pioneers to make new settle- 
ments. This has been the history of the entire 
Western country, and the service thus done 
the young country should be, but never 
is, credited tothe army. But now the neces- 
sity for this pioneer work has ceased, the 
Indian question is about settled, and instead 
of being scattered about in small garrisons all 
over the country protecting a larger frontier 
than the same number of troops ever covered 
in the history of the world, the regiments are 
being concentrated as rap idly as possible in 
the vicinity of the large cities and the frontier 
— are dein one by one, 2 
here is no doubt that under existing condi- 
tions this is the best licy, but the older 
officers cannot help feeling great regret at 
seeing the drill-ground take the place of the 
field and will miss the old active life of ex- 
citement and adventure to which they have 
so long been accustomeda.’’

Holske Tells What Sullivan Has Made in

Boston, Mass., January 2%.—Ed Holske, the 
advande agent of Champion Sullivan, writes a 
letter to the Herald about the big fellow's 
tour: The tour was a grand success,’’ says

£5,000, which isan extremely large sum con- 
sidering the condition of the Kingdom and the 
small wages paid workingmen.

Sully came here and captured the people by 
storm. In no instance has he gone to any 
town without receiving a hearty welcome 
from the local sporting fraternity, and the re- 
ceptions that were given him in London, 
Liverpool, Manchester, Dublin and several 
other places surpassed anything heretofore 
heard of. 

„„When Sully first reached the Kingdom 
many of the wiseacres predicted that it would 
take him three months at least to cover Great 
Britain and predicted a failure, because Jem 
Smith, Knifton, Kilrain, Mitchell and others 
wound up well-planned tours disastrously. As 
soon as the prices of seats were announced in 
public the general cry was thatthe whole af- 
fair would be afarce.
